1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Patrick Hilsmier on 15 June 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 5, line 7, delete "opening/closing state" and substitute therefor -a 
rigidity — . 

In claim 5, line 14, delete the word "fixed". In the same line, between "length" 
and "of the reed valve", insert -of the fixed part — . 

In claim 1 1 , line 7, delete "opening/closing state" and substitute therefor -a 
rigidity — . 

In claim 1 1 , line 14, delete the word "fixed". In the same line, between "length" 
and "of the reed valve", insert -of the fixed part — . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations 
previously indicated allowable, namely changing the length of the retainer in response 
to the application of voltage, are not shown in the prior art of record. In addition, the 
current amendments address the clarity and definiteness of the claims. In particular, 
the replacement of "opening/closing state" with "a rigidity" accurately reflects the nature 
of the invention and avoids claiming that the valve is actuated by the applied voltage. 
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while reciting "a lengtli of tine fixed part" clarifies the nature of that limitation, i.e. that the 
change in length of the retainer affects the length of the reed valve which is clamped 
thereby. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
